The speech delivered at the Anzto-Tewish Avssociition meeting by M. Loeb, 
th gifted secretary of the han lite iverselle ind oni of thi { re 
most of our students of Hebrew Literature, was particularly valuable as giving 
an excellent resumé of the work which his Society and the Association hav: 
hitherto performed in common. It isa subject for des p regret that we have heard 
from his own lipsa confirmation of what we have. already annonnced, that the 
Alliance, through want of the necess ry support; has decided to abstain from open- 
ingany more schoolsin the East. For tne sakeof the thousands of Jewish children 
who are still left to wander in intellectual darkoess, let us hope that this measure 
may indeed be of a very temporary character. M. Loch mentioned two countries 
in which the beneficial action of the two societics wus imperative ly needed. But 
here we only partly agree with him. The cases of Roumania ind ‘Galicia are 


only so far analogous, inasinuch as the mass of the ri-ing generation of Jews in 


ither country is totally deficient in the barest elements of instruction. But the 
remedies should not. be looked for from the same sourees. By all means contri 
lute as largely mp ssibletawards the estibishm t and tnaintenance of Jewish 
echoo's in Routmania, [n this sof constitutional and lheral, but really des 
potie St ite, Bi) far As th J WA fire mcenrne f hl Mery is by eg) 


devised to keep brethren ina state of ignorance The pubhe schools are 


either wholly closed to them, or even when they. are ‘adinitted the teachers 


and pupils so persecute them as to it almost hupossible for them to remain. 
Under these circumstances exclusively Jowish schools, maintained entirely by 
Jewish funda are the only retnedy for the existing state of affairs brought 


bout. by the intolerance of the Rouminiin Government; but their 
present condition itis totally impossible for the Jews in that country to provide 
for the education of their children. Generonshelp from abroad is therefore neces 
sary and should be given with no niggardly hand. Dut Galieia is not Roumania, 
aad whatever the Alliance may sce fit to do when its finances improve, we 
repeat our former objection to any contribations being sent from the funds of 
an English society towards: the education of Galician Jews: Their - benighted 
condition is, if anything, worse than that of their broethrenin Roumania, but the 
Austrian Government does not keep Jows oat of public schools. [tis bound 
by every sense of dutv, and by the dictates of social and. political economy, te 
convert the seething mass of ignorant Jews in Galicia into a Isrge body of well 
instructed citizens who, especially by the work of their hands, would be able to 
contribute towards the prosperity of the country. The Jewish Alliinee in 
Vienna, which (1s we lately remurked in nottcing ifs annaal report), differs from 
the sister institutions in London and Paris in this respect that it looks after the 
educational requirements of Jowish eluldron a . 
to cope with the Galician problem solely with the aid of Austrian funds, contri 
buted alike by the Austrian Government and by the millionaire Jews ins the 
capital and elsewhere. 


Whilst the perfidy of Roumania in evading the fallilment ofits treaty. obligas 
tions was justly denounced vy Sir Julian Goldsmid, Mr. Serjeant Simon, Mr. Leopold 
Schloss, and others on Sunday lust, there was hap pily 1 19 OEcasion to ad ik of 
sitnilar conduct on the part of the neighbouring kingdom of Servia. This country 
has been thoroughly loyal to the Berlin compact, the result being that its Jewish 
population has more than doubled and now numbers about six thousand souls. 
The majority reside in Belgrade and as far as ritual is cones rned, four-fifths are 
Sephardim and one tifth Ashkenazimn Althongh few of the Jews are wealthy, 
there are scares ly any mendicants to be found among them, nearly every man 
being able to carn aliving through professional and mercantile pursuits, and toa 
etill larger extent through manual labour The Government not alone protects 
the Jews from their detractors but it a’so places public appointinents within 
their reach, Four Jewish doctors in Belgrade are in the employment of the 
State, Jewish lawyers hold positions inthe Law Courts and at the Ministry of 
Justice, and two Jews,-M. Oserand M. Jcdidia Di Bouli are members of the Ser 


vian Parliament, There is only one thing whi h must be strenuously avouled, and 


th it is immicr ati T) of indigy nt Jeu into ry id. ‘hy an immigration 
might have the unfortun ite cflect of « omplet ely alts ring the situation. 


Colonel Poor Tr neh, the unsnecessful indid ite for the Whitechapel 
Division of the Tower Hamlets, has tesucd an address to the electors, in which 
he endeavours to account for his defeat. He attributes it ina great measure to the 
support given to Mr. Samuel Montagu by a large namber of Jews who were 
ignorant of the real issue on which the contest was fought, “ From many of the 
more intelligent Jews,” he says, “Treceived a liberal and friendly support. . . 
But by the vast majority of that persuasion, many of whom have been bat 
recently naturalised and. are ignorant of the English language, the case at isstie 
could not be understood, it being impossible that he y could be conversant with 
the intricaries of English politics. With it was a question as to whether 
they shon!d vote for their coreligionist who, for years had tudiously identified 


himself with their soctal, eharit — inl other institutions, or for one who was 


unable to get into touch with o i bring the case home to them.” It 1s 
not ante correct to repre wnt the rank a: eof the Jewish voters in Whites hapel 
jenorant. both of the English | iacre and of the course of English politics. 


We do not deny that the . persor a question. weighed with many, Mr. 


Montage is popular with the Whitechapel Jew forthe reason enunciated by 
Colonel Trench, and this personal popularity, in some: eases, no doubt, foreed 


politics into the background. Bot the same thing has happened in many other 
constituencies where there are no Jews. As to the great mass of Mr. Montagu s 
Jewish supporters, however, we are pcrst ided that they gave their vote under 


the influence of pur: ly litical consider ns. y are no more to be c harge d 
with political ignorance than the Jewish electors who voted for Lord Randolph 
Churchill in South Paddington. 


The scrutiny of the votes res rded at the Whitechap l election revealed a 
curious circumstance. oo iny of the foreign Jewish electors appear to have had 
conscientious scruples against placing across by the side of Mr. Montagu s name. 
As a substitute for the cross we a iwe been assured that they m irked the paper 
with the Hebrew letter &, indicating of course that they wished the Liberal 


indidate to come out first.

Sir,—The proceedings at the General Meeting of the Association, on Sunday 
were spun out to such inordinate length through the verbosity of some of the 
speakers, that I felt loth to still further prolong the meeting by offering a few cri- 
ticisms on certain statements made with regard to the finances of the Society. May 
{venture to do so through your columns? A loud wail went up, chiefly from gen- 
tlemen who are members of the Council, at the impecuniosity of the Association ; 
Serjeavt Simon even thought it a shame that the Society should go round 
begging, hat in hand, for funds, He, and his colleagues who share his views, seem 
to imagine that theirs is the only Jewish institution which is unable to make both 
ende meet. Why, it is the normal condition of ovr Board of Guardians, of our 

great echools, and of our Asylumsand Homes, to have deficits staring them in the 
face yearafter year. But the rs of these several institutions have found a 
means for raising the wind, sone by means of dinners, some by means of balls, and 
others again through the help of winter appeals. Why should the Association dis- 
dain such mediums for improving its financial! position’? Let the Council adopt any 
one of these courses, and I do not think I shall err in stating (that the results of 
such a step would be all that could be desired. 

Had time permitted, I should also have endeavoured to obtain some informa- 
tion as to the employment of the new Education Fund. We were told by the 
Chairman that the contributions are not to be invested, and from another source 
we were informed that the Fund is not available for the ordinary educational pur- 
poses, as it is not to be included in the general funds.

NORTH LONDON SYNAGOGUE, 
> 


On Sunday last a special general meeting of the members of the North London 
Synagoguo was held to consider a Scheme for the abolition of offerings w hich was 
drawn up by a epecial Committee appoint d for that purpose, in accordance With a 
resolution passed at the General Meeting on Sunday, May %th, Mr. W. Fiatar, 
President, occupied the Charr. 

Mr. Aceerr R. Isaacs, Chairman of the Committee, in moving the adoption of 
the teport, said that the d sirability of the abolition of offerings was generally con. 
coded. and that the Committee had to consider the best alternative scheme, which 
would not, asa consequence, reduce the reveune of the synagogue. 

Mr. Jouwn GoLpHILE, in seconding the adoption of the Report, said it was 
not intended entirely to abolish the practice of making offerings, but to modify it, 
eo as to exclude the 1 eet ssity of offerings as a& Consequence of be ing called tothe 
Reading of the Law. One of the objections raised against the Scheme was that after 
the increase of the price of seate, there was still a deficiency of £50 which the Com. 
mittee hoped would be raised by voluntary offerings on special occasions, He 
would point out that while under the new Scheme only £50 was uncertain, under 
the present syatem the whole amount of the offerings was aneecured, as they were 
yoluntary contributions. Under the present system, the position of the honorary 
officers was very unsatisfactory. The circulars of invitation to the Reading of tha 
Law were in many instances treated with contempt, as a considerable number of 
members did not desire to make any offering. 

Mr.J. ALEX ANDER> supported the adoption of the Report. Ile believed that 
those members who now largely contributed would make voluntary offerings or in- 
crease their seat rentals, 

Mr. A. Tuck, in supporting the motion, said that it was desirable that the 
opinion of all the members upon this question should be ascertained. 

The CHAIRMAN strongly advocated the adoption of the Report, as under the pro- 
posed system the position of the honorary officers of the synagogue would be much 
improved. “The attendance at synagogue would be greatly increased, as many mem- 
bers who did not desire to be called to the Reading of the Law now abstained from 
attending. The abolition of the offerings would lie followed by an increased reaidi- 
ness on the part of the members to accept honorary offices, since the dread of extra 
olferings now debarred many members from taking on themselves such responsi- 
bilities, 

Mr. H. Simons eaid that although he was opposed to the practice of making 
offerings, he did not believe that the scheme would secure the synagogue against a 
reduction of revenue, nor did he believe that the Council would accept it -in its 
present form. 

Mr. J. M. Lissack, junior, was of opinion that the Scheme of the Committee 
would receive the approbation of a large majority of the members, 

Mr, Hf. HART pointed out that the abolition of offerings had been successful 
in several other synagogues and urged thata further circular, embodying an ab- 
etract from the circular issued by the North London Synagogue in 1874, which 
forcibly pointed Out the objections to the present’ system, should be forwarded to 
the members.

On the motion of Mr. J, GoLouNILL, it was resolved “ That every seatholder 
who is a voter shall have a [ Tm eent to him to express his assent or dissent te the 
proposed alterations, and that a general meeting of the seatholdera be called, after 
such time has expired as may he allowed for replies to’be forwarded, before any 
further steps be taken to give effect to the proposed Scheme, '

Tuk completion of the twenty-first year of the existence of the Palestine 
lL: xploration Fund has been appropriately marked by the publication of an 
account of the work carried on by the Fund since its inception, ‘ Twenty 
ne Years’ Work in the Holy Land” is alittle book which ought to be read 
by everyone who takes an interest in Palestine. 


It describes in a clear and 
succinct form the additions which have been made by the Fund to our 
knowledge of the Holy Land, and enables the reader to decide for hi nself 
how far the organization has justified its existence. 
what that decision will be. 


There can be no doubt 
The Palestine Exploration Fund has done 
genuine work, and, #9 far from not deserving the support which has been 
extended to it, is eminently entitled to much wider and more generous 
assistance, 

The Fund was established on the 22nd of June, 1865, for “the prose- 
cution of scientific and systeniatic research in all the branches of inquiry 
connected with the Holy Land,” with a view chiefly to illustrating the Bibli- 
eal records. At the inaugural meeting it was agreed that the operations of 
the Fand should be conducted on ecientifie principles, that controversial 
matters should be avoided, and that the Society should not be a religious 
one. The lines thus laid down have been faithfully adhered to. It was almost 
inevitable that the administrators of the Fund should be tinctured by 
Christian predilections, that the New Testarhent as well as the Old should 
be kept prominently in view as a subject of illustration. But that the 
character and aims of the Society are not such-as to prevent Jews from 
identifying themselves with it is demonstrated by the fact that 


among 
the earliest members of the Committee was the late Sir Moses Mowte- 
FIORE, who kept up his connection with the Fand till the day of his 
death. In thus hastening to lend his countenance to the Society, the 
venerated philanthropist evinced that sagacity and that affection for the 
Holy Land which eminently characterized him. It is only to be regretted 
that his example has not found wider imitation among English Jews. 

No sooner was the Fund fairly established than the work was begun, 
The first expedition started as early asthe Autamn of | 865 under the com- 
mand of Captain, now Sir Cuartes, Winsoy, 
during five months. Thouga it was intended mainly to prepare the ground for 
further and more detailed exploration, the Expedition was-alble to make some 
interesting discoveries. It settled two debated questions of topography. 
besides making plans and drawings of many ancient tombs and syna- 
gogues, In May, 1867, Lieut. Warnes, now better known as Sir Charles 
W arren,set out for Jerusalem forthe purpose of conducting a series of systematic 
excavations, Among the questions which his explorations were designed to 
settle were the site of the Temple within the enclosure, Haram esh Sherif 
and the course of the First, Second and Third Walls of the Holy City. The 
result of the expedition so far as the latter point is concerned was to restore 
JosEernes to the position of a sober, trustworthy historian, and te demonstrate 
the value of the topographical statements of the Rabbins, which Frrausson 
had too hastily impeached. given like 
‘‘Tt is now admitted,” says the writer of “ Twenty One Years’

support they receive from an eminent benefactor in Paris, their fortune may be 
regarded as assared, The activity which reigns in these Colonics is very remarkable, 
and we may congratulate ourselves on the assistance they receive from the stalf 
and from the pupils who were trained in the Agricultural School at Jaffa, which, on 
behalf of the Alliance, was fownded in 1869 by our lamented friend, the late Charles 
Netter. You well know the difficulties which this institution had to encounter at 
ne outset, bnt we are glad to report that its merits have now been widely and fully 
recognised, If the resources of our two societies would permit, Iam of opinion that 
our educational labours should be extended to countries where our schools have not 
yet pemetrated. I refer to Roumaniaand Galicia. The Galician Jews are in great 
need of the help of their benevolent coreligionists in order tu en rge from their 
present miserable situation ; and with regard to Roumania, Iam convinced that the 
efforts made to edacate the Jews in that country would be at least as useful as any 
other action that has been or may be taken in their bebalf, These efforts cannot 
give any umbrage to the Government, when the y perceive that our action is not 
taken in any political sense, but with the sole object of raising the Jews to such a 
position as will make them useful citizens and enable them to turn to the profit and 
advantage of the entire country the instruction which they would receive in our 
echools.

That being #0, the | com- 
prehensive view of the case [was that they ehould receive the active 
support of every individual in the kingdom, Ile was surprised to find 


that the income of the Association was so small that they were obliged to 
fall back on private individuals, and to go round, hat in hand, asking for subs:rip- 
tioas, Such a state of things was not creditable, and the sooner it came to an end 
the better. They hada great object in view—not to be obtained by secret societies, 
political organisations, or by conspiracies, but by raising the Jews up toor above 
the level of.the peop'e who now refused them their rights of citizenship. He com- 
plained that the Rabbis and the leading men in certain countries had not done their 
duty by the masses of the people, not even teaching them the vernacular of the 
eountry in which they lived, and he called on the Jews of Eygland, France, Ger- 
many, Austria and Italy to wipe out the stainof ignorance resting on the Jewish 
race, and so get rid of existing prejudices and racial hatred towardsthem. He also 
reatly complained that the Government of Roumania had not kept faith with the 
owers of Europe'by-carrying ont the provisions of the itth Article«f the Treaty 
of Berlin in the spirit in which it was intended by Lord Beaconsfield. Instead of 
granting Jews the equal rights of citizenship, out of 250,000 Jews only 67, ho 
said, had been admitted to citizenship, and even in their case the right died with 
them. He pledced himself not to let the matter rest. 

Mr, BENJAMIN Kiscn also returned thanks, He eaid the Association was 
appreciated in the colonies where branches were inactive work, aud were sources 
of continued and ever growing support to the parent Association 

Mr. F. D. MocaTra moved a vote of thanks to the honorary officers and 
Committees of Branches and to the Treasurers of Agencies.

IIe 
took as his text, Isaiah Iviii. 13-14. “Tf thou turn away thy foot from the Sabbath, 
from doing thy pleasnre on my h ly day, and call the Sabbath a delight, the holy 
of the Lord, honourable ; and shalt honour Him, not doing thy own ways, nor find- 
ing thine own pleasures, nor speaking thine own words; then shalt thou delight 
thyself in the Lord, &:." This passage, said the preacher, was the only reference 
throughout the Seriptures to the Sabbath as being observed otherwise than aa a 
sacrel day, The rebuke administered by the prophet was an answer to those Jews 
of the present day who.maintained that the Sabbath was not desecrated by an 
indulgence in pastimes which involved physical exertion, These pastimes might 
be a pleasure but it was not easy to decide when enjoyment ceased and labour 
commenced, As a rational enjoyment of that half of the Sabbath which accordiny 
to the Rabbins of the Talmud, belonged to mankind, the preacher advocated a stady 
of the book of nature and of wholetome literature, social intercourse, and visits to 
museums and picture galleries.

JAMAICA.—TJhe Nineleenth Century a nd St. James. Chronicle. published at 
Montego Bay, Jamaica, devoted the leading article in its iasne of the ISth ult., (which 
appeared entirely in mourning), to a eulogium of the late Mr. Samah Gedalia 
Corinaidi, who died there two days previously at the ave of 75. Mr, Corinaldt was 
the Senior Resident Magistrate of Montego, and as such enjoyed the love and respeet 
of his fellow townsmen. The utmost sympathy was shown by all classes with his 
family, and the funeral was attended by an immense concourse, The flags on the 
shipping in the port and on the several flagstaffs in the town were at half-mast 
and the church bella tolled. On its way to the cemetery the coriozge halted opposite

The Annual Meeting of the Subscribers to the Jews’ Infant Schools was held on 
Tueaday at the «chool in Commercial Street, Spitalfields. Mr, LIONEL VAN OVEN, 
Treasurer, oceopied the Chair. 

The Annual Report and Balance Sheet were submitted, and were adopted on the 

rotion of Mr Walter Josephs, 
- “The Committee, in promnting their forty fifth Annual Report, feel confident 
that their labours during the past yerr bave produr od resalta entitling them to 
hope for that increased support wh ch the enlarged scheols require in order to earry 
on the work efficiently, From the reports of the Government Inspector arid of 
the Rev. BB. Rerliner who conducted the Hebrew Examination it is evident that the 
ac hool work (hoth eeenlar and religions) bas been well dove, aud the character of 
the echools fully maintained. The new rooms opened last year at the Commercial 
Street School are commodions and fally satisfy the present requirementa, affording 
accommodation for 374 additional children, The co-t, incloding that of the land, was 
about £6.400, and was almost wholly defrayed by the donations contributed for that 
purpose. Several ladies and gentlemen testify their nnfailing interest in the fae 
Fepecial mention is made of the lessons civen Mesars H. Micholle and aude 
Montefiore. who devote much of their valuabletime to thie work. The staff in both 
echoolsa work well. Miss Ilarris continues her labours with unabated zeal, and her 
Privat’ leetions for supply yvrdinners, hoota Ac. to the most necessitons children 
have bees of creat ben fit to the poor recipients, This work has been greatly aided 
by Merris Hart, w ho distributed of bootea from the funds she raised 
last year forthat special purpose. The present number of pupils on the booke is 
1 oo at Commercial Street and 474 at Tenter Street. The income of the echool 
curing the vear from all sources amounted to £5,085 anltheexpenditure to £5,888,

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THE JEWS IN EASTERN ROUMELIA.—I. 


[FROM A TURKISH CORRESPONDENT | 
Now that the East Roumelian question has been settled by the union of that 
province with Bulgaria under the personal government of Prince Alexander, I 
tnink the time has arrived to keep the promise I made in my article on the Jews in 
Bulgaria, published some months ago, and I therefore send you the information I 
have collected regarding our coreligionists in Eastern Roumelia. 


STATISTICS, 

The most recent inquiries which have been mads by me _ personally, 
and also by some of my friends, enable me to set down the number of Jews in 
Eastern Roumelia at 5,680 souls, who are distributed among thirteen different towne, 
the total population of the province being about half a million. 

All the Jews in Eastern Roumelia belong to the Sephardi rite, and all speak the 
Judeo-Spanish jargon, which still preserves among many Oriental Jews the seal of 
Castillian origin. They gradually established themselves in these regions a long 
time after the expulsion from Spain, whenever the demands of trade led them 
thither. There are some towns in which the establishment of Jews is very recent, 
such as Slivno, where a few years ago there was neither synagogue nor cemetery. 

The habits and moral character of the Roumelian Jews do not call for remark. 
They hardly differ from those of other Easte:n Jews, and like the latter our coreli- 
gioniste in Roumelia have preserved the same purity of morals, the same respect 
for parents, for family life, and for those who have been placed at the heac: of their 
tpiritual affairs, Uptoa certain point it may be said that in the majority of 
towns the assimilation between Jews, Turks, Greeks and Bulgarians only dates from 
1878, and this assimilation is being continued but gradually, eLut it will be com- 
plete without doubtas soon as the road to progress has become wider and more 
travelled... Like their fellow-countrymen of other creeds, the Jews leal a peaceful 
life, and sometimes bow before the storm in order that it may pass away and permit 
them to pu-sue their pacific callings. If disorders now and again break out, their 
origin must be sought far away from thetownspeople and peasants. As elsewhere in 
the East, the Jews have hardly any bachelors, whose age exceeds 25 or 30 years, 
Formerly premature marriages prevailed toa great extent; at present such mar- 
riages are infrequent owing to the contact with Euroyean civilisation, 


ECONOMICAL AND INTELLECTUAL CONDITION, 

Nearly all the admirably conducted molern schools founded either by 
the Alliance or by the communities themselves “date from 1578, and every- 
where the progress made by Jewish communities in Eastern Roumelia com- 
mencesa from this period, The Russo-Turkish war which drove the Jews from their 
homes also deprived them of all their property, and when they-returned to their 
native towns, they began to understand the great necessity for education. At the 
euteet they, did not follow up this perception by sending their children to the 
schools, many of which remained almost empty fora short period. But example is 
contagious ; they saw that Greeks and Bulgarians made great sacrifices to establish 
schools, and at length they also saw that instruction was indispensal'e. The Jews 


demanded that their children should be taught the French and Bulgarian lan. 


guages, and from this moment their assimilation with their neighbours commenced, 


Philippopolis (2,000 Jews), the most important Jewish congregation in tho 
province, and probably the most ancient of all, does not occupy the firet rank from 
the stand point of intellectual development. There are at Philippopolis but two 
achools, both of them founded by the Alliance TIsraélite. One is for boys and con- 
tains more than 200 pupils, half of whom learn nothing more than Hebrew ; the 
remainder follow a programme of excellent instruction, no less than 20 hours a 
week being devoted to the teaching of the Bulgarian language. This echoo’. 
founded in December 1579, is modelled after the. best schools of the Alliance. 
Aethere are no important Talmud Torah schools in the town, the children of nearly 
all the most affluent families attend the school of the Alliance. The girls’ school. 
founded in 1884, contains upwards of 6V pupils. These schools are often visited by 
the Director of. Public Instruction and by other prominent personages in thi 
provincial Government, who greatly encourage the teaching stalf by their kind 
expressions of satisfaction at the progress made by the pupila, An Apprenticing 
Department has been organised at Philippopolis,and will be of the utmost advan- 
tage for the rising generation. Labour will raise the Jews in their own estimation 
and exercise a salutaryintiuence on non-Jews, Ordinary instruction and appren- 
ticing together cost the Alliance and the community about 20,000 franes a year. 
A little more good will on the part of our coreligionista in this town would renderthe 
echool more completely efficacious, lam bound tostatew ith regret that the intellect ual 
status of the Jews is much inferior to that of the Greeksand Balgarians; this mis- 
fortune is due to internal dissensions,which divide tte community into two sections, 
the one in favour of education, the other opposed to it. Thecommunity, moreover, is 
badly organised,or rather has no organisation at all, Until lately it was under 
the spiritual jurisdiction of the Grand Rabbi of Adrianople, the capital of Roumelia 
proper, who nominated a locum tenens to reside at Philippopolis, This deputy 
managed the affairs of the community just as he pleased, and without any Adminis. 
trative Council. This irregularity has greatly displeased the growing generation, 
and in 1881 a movement was commenced on the initiative of the Jews in Tatar 
Bazardjik for the creation of an administration to govern all the Jewish congrega- 
tions in the autonomous province, The movement met with numerous supporters ; it 
included the formation of a central consistory at Philippopolis presided over by au 
enlightened Rabbi,in which every community should be represented and which might 
also represent them before the provincial assembly. Unhappily the plan fell through 
owing to the dirsension to which I have already called attention, The Jewish con- 
gregations unfortunately lack men who can guide them in making the much desired 
progress. At Philippopolis there is only one synagogue properly so-called, and this 
has but an insignificant income, Another synagogue belongs to the Jews from 
Carlovo, who since 1878 have been settled at Philippopolis, and form a small con- 
gregation of their own, 


The commercial and financial position of our coreligionists is on the whole 
satisfactory. The majority are wholesale and retail traders. Some are bankers 
under whose care is deposited the money of Jewish and Greek merchants, All the 
commerce of the province is in the hands of Greeks and Jews, the Bulgarians having 
only lately taken up commercial occupations, The various cereals which are pro- 
duced by the province, are exchanged by the Bulgarians for merchandise, 


manufactured and bought at Constantinople, and delivered on the spot by Greeks 
or Jews, 

The relations between Greeks, Bulgarians and Jews are very good ; but they are 
more intimate between Jews and Greeksthan bet ween Jews and Bulgarians. The Bal- 
garian is somewhat egotistical, defiant and wishes t> do everythiog for himself, 
These faults account for his slow progress, but they will disappear little by little in 
proportion as Earopean education is spread more and more among the people. The 


failings of the Bulgarians are more pronounced in the towns, where they have not 
bid the advantave of external influences. 


WESTMINSTER JEWS’ FREE SCHOOL 
“ — 


The distribution of prizes to the pupils of the Westminster Jews’ Free School 
was held On Tuesday last. For reasons aireaty mentioned by us the proceedings 
were private, the members of the Committees alone having been invited. There 
were present, Mr. Louis DAVIpsON, President, who oceupied the Chair ; the Rev. 
8S. Singer, Mrs. Ellis A. Davidson, Mra. Leman, Mr, and Mrs, Leonard L. Cohen, 
Mesers. J. E. Jacobs, B. S. Marks, and Claude G. Montefiore, 

The CHAIRMAN, in a brief address, said that there were at present on the 
books 237 boys and 210 girls, many of whom came from long distances, The last 
report of the Government Inspector was eminently scat isfactory, and the same might 
be said of the Rev. S, Singer's report on the Hebrew and Religious Examination. 
He al-o referred to the intended fitting up, at the expense of the Vice-lresi- 
dent, Mr. Clau¢e G, Montefiore, of a temporary workship where the elder boys of the 
echool will have an opportunity of being instructed in the radimenats of carpen- 
tering, joining, wood-carving, Xc, 

Mr. Davidson then distributed the prizes, and at hia request the Rev. S,Sing+r 
feelingly addressed the children.

The reverend com- 
poser shows no diminution of power or freshness, rather the reverse, for the-e 
three pieces, especially the second, possess. a very markel excellence, “ The Soul 
ia pure,’ an Engiish rendering of the prayer“ Elohe N’shamah,” is distinguished 
by its sympathetic melody, the beauty of its accompaniment, and the variety of its 
themes. Psalm 43, astriking melody in triple time, is a composition worthy of w 
Hazan’s pen, as bearing the character of ancient Jewish music in ita leading 
theme. But the ancient tone has not deprived the psalm of the advantages of 
modern working, since the part writing is of a skilfuland advanced character, and 
gives no evidence of the bounds within which a writer for male voices alone is 
forced tomove, The “ Hallelujah "is more fugal and antiphogal in character, its 
effectiveness being thus considerably increased. Well printed, in a handy form, 
and with:clearness of type, such compositions’ are exactly the kind of anthems 
that would lend the adornments of dignity and grace to any synagogue service into 
which they might be introduced, while their convenient shape would enable musical! 
congregants to take part in their performance. It appears well worthy of consi- 
deration whi ther euch English versions of psalms and prayers could not be advat- 
tageously introduced anthem-wire into some services with the greatest religious 
benetit,

A tenor song of moderate range, in the composers: well-known style, Many 
pieces from the saine experienced pen have been more effective, yet this possesses 
sufficient charm and individuality to alford pleasure both to executant and to 
audience, The accompaniment, in familiar form, is freshly attractive.

A pretty attractive melody, with a simple accompaniment, admirably har- 
monisred as this, is the setting worthy of words less playfal and conventional than 
the given words actually are. Bat even as the song stands those who hear it 
sung will not refrain from desiring 4 repetition,

An effective pianoforte arrangement of an ineffective svug. In its present 
formthe march fully meets all its possible requirements.

Two skilful characteristic sketches by Mr, Meyer, needing, and deserving a 
carefully sympathetic rendering. The regretful gravity implied by the title of 
the first piece, and the light-hearted arc hness by that of the second, find adequate 
expression in the music, the one by the gloom, still softened by gleams of resig- 
nation, which is breathed by a melody in the bass, the other by the varying rhythm 
of bright staccato passages. The composer in these pieces for the pianoforte evi- 
dences his own possession of a technique to which a markedly tasteful imagioation 
lends sufficient power of expression to raise him above the level of the customary 


plagiarist. We look for more of these highly commendable little sketches, 
Alexandra.
